In the ab- 
seiiee nf the jircsideiit, Rev. S. .1. 
Tliniiipsiiii, nf Richiiioiid, occupied the 
chair. The meeliiig was on the siibjeel 
of 'Temperance Reform, and Rev. .1 . 
Wood of ( lintnn w as ihe lirst speaker. 

He had, he said, no opportunity to 
make the preparatinii necessary for his 
apjioiiitinent to this position. Jt was 
uiicoiistitutioual. Ihlt while this was 
the ease he never shrank from the ijues- 
linn nf teinperiinee defense. He found 
iiiaiiy ideas abroad concei'iiuig the true 
meaning nl tcmiicrance. His interprc- 
talioii of the term is "Prohibition," view - 
ing it ill the light nf the 10th century. 
We have u vast army of men and 
wnineii without backbone enough in 
eniiii; mil boldly in favor of this ijues- 
tinn. People call ministers tciupeianci! 
ineii who too often go and dally with 
the other side. He said they reii'iinded 
him of the little boy who being remind- 
ed by II iiiinister that it is wrong to liah 
on Sunday, defended him.self by the fact 
that he always niaii.iged to get in one 
of Moody and Sankoy's hymns between 
the bites. Too many men are pledged by 
tlieir business and by other tliiiig.s to put 
their toot on all kinds of temperance 
legislation. If il is wrong to drink 
liiiuor, said he, il is wrong to sell il. 
Til.,' speaker dressed down the nnxlerato 
drinker in .scathing ti!rni.s. Again ho 
said, "If it is wrong to drink ami wrong 
to sell il, then it niu.st be wrong tn 
license the .sale of il." He shnwed the 
fnree nf this subject by illustrating the 
aiipiieatinii of the license law to other 
evils. 111! ileiinuiiced the regulation or 
reslrictinn of this iraliic by showing the 
t reiiieiidiious evils involved ill its license 
and he heartily, reconiiiieiided entire 
pinhibilioii. The .safe course in dealing 
with a rattlesnake is not in cutting olf 
his tail, hut by severing at one stroke 
its head. The cause of tempuiance is 
the riglit cause and has God on its side, 
and when Gial is on the side of any 
man or any cause, it cannot fail, and he 
predi.'ted the ultimate triumph of this 
sentiiiiuiit. It has been said that Brit- 
isli ( 'iiliimbia is the most driiukeii pro- 
vince in this fair Doiiiinioii. .Shall this 
be said longer'.' Not if we Christian 
people of this province take a decided 
stand iipnu this iiiiportaiit ijuestion. 
"Tile lime," .said the .speaker, "is not 
far distant when the feeling on this 
ipiestion must be aroused and a sweep- 
ing victory for the right and for a total 
prohibition of this iniquitous Iraliic 
will be assured. 

.\lr. X. iShakesiieare was then called 
nil and took the platform. He said he 
had listened to the speech preceding 
with a great deal of pleasure, but the 
great war horse was still to be heard j 
from. He made ft few practieal re- 
mai ks and made way for Rev. Thomas 
Crosby, of Port Simpson. He agreed 
with Mr. Shakespeare that whatwc 
\s'aiit is work. Ho believed the best 
w ay to do the successful thing iu this 
liiiection is to give tho womeu a share 
iu this work. He recognized the use- 
fulness of the Women's Christian Tem- 
perance Union and other institutions in 
that direction. Mr. Cror.hy found il 
easy to make enemies when speaking 
upon this (|Ueslioii, He tnnk tliegrnund 
that it is cheaper tn send a warship up 
the enast and shnnt the people than tn 
kill them by inches, as by the whiskey 
trallie. He iiiai ked the iiiiprovemeiit in 
the license law which rci|iiired llie con- 
sent of ;i certain number of ratepayers 
liebire a license enuld be procured, 
I'liei'i' is no grcaler dillicult y in the way 
of the Indian inissinn.iry wnrk in wliicli 
he is engaged than the white man's lire- 
«aler. lie spoke of the illicit stills 
and the .laiiiaie.-i ginger, and the var- 
iniis iiitnxieaiils made and sold u]) 
niiilli, slinwiiig how there is great 
hiiidranee lo the .successful nper- 
itinn nf the laws in thnse regions. 
Tlie speaker grew enthusiastic when he 
referred lo tlie defeat of the Scott Act 
and. in showing what result it is work- 
ing in the Fast. He had been there, 
and is sure that the apparent defeat 
will warm iiji the Kasterii country until 
nothing but ]irnhibilion will satisfy the 
people, lie urged ujion all the duty of 
a mrnng personal elTort iu the direction 
of prohibition, and retired.

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LAST NIGHT'S FIKE. 

Tho Occidental Hotel Uamageil to the Ex- 
tent of $5,000-An Insulllcleut Water 
Service. 

At exactly nine o'clock last night, the 
boll of the Deluge Hose sounded tho 
alarm of lire, the llanies having beeu 
seen rising in tho direction olItTio rail- 
way bridge, from (.'anipbeirs corner. 
Xo time was lost by the lircnien in get- 
ting to the scene nf the lire, which "was 
found to be the Occidental Hotel, cor- 
ner of Wharf and Johnson streets. An 
attachiiieiit w.is quickly made to the 
hydrant on Wliart strcel; tho \vater was 
turned on; and a feeble stream vvhiob 
could not lie made lo reach eight feet 
al the most, issued from the nozzle. On 
Johnson street, the Deluge steamer got 
(piickly to work, and ii stream from it 
was soon [ilayiiig uiinii tho fire from tho 
roof of the hotel. The Tiger engine, 
which had been sent for as soon as tho 
weaknesH of the ivater works was dis- 
covered, arrived a few minutes later- 
and took up a position on Wharf street, 
liefore many minutes had elapsed fiva 
streams of water were being direo id on 
tho burning i-oof aud into the ror • ..j be- 
low. Within half an hour fr ,i the 
time that the.firo was first discevcred 
the last spark had been ■ extinguished, 
and the order was given to turn oil" the 
water, which was deluging tho entire 
house. 

The origin of tho iire is supposed to 
be iiiceiidiariBni, owing to the fact that 
it must have caught in au unoccu- 
pied garret or storeroom directly over 
the dining and sleeping rooms, and con- 
taining no (ire at any time. 

From this garret a little 
boards iu the house :.i,..: 
a man descending .i ., , ,:, 
she heard the cracklini^ i ; 
and kuBW that the I le' w, ,-. 

When lirst i. .lie, ; thimes wero 
Imrstiiig through the roof; and owing 
to the high wind which wa.s blowing 
from the harbor tlioy sisiii gained heaiT 
way, running over and consuming tho 
dry shingles like malchwood. 

Several of the guests had clothos and 
property desiroyeii iiy tire and water, 
anil ill one instance a life was in immi- 
nent daiieer. \ lady boarder, who 
with her three little children btul retired 
fnr the night, was awakened by the 
smell of smoke and the heat 
of the lire. She hastily 
put on her ili e.ss and shoes, and seizing 
two of her children, rushed down the 
back stairs into the street, leaving the 
third child, u little girl three years of 
age, asleep in lied. On reaching the 
street, she fainted from fear, and it wos 
several minutes before she recoversd.' 
The fact that she had a child in the 
burning part of the house was soon 
made known, and Mr. Charles Labello 
volnnteored to go for it. He fought' 
his way through the smoke and fire and 
found the little one wet, terrified and in 
tears, with a stream of water dashing 
through tho skylight upon tho bed! 
She was soon restored to her frightened 
and anxious mother. 

The damage to the building and furuit- 
iiie, and to the wurahoiise and contents, 
owned by Mr. Thos.

A line of hul l' was kept ri..;i.iy for ini- 
iiindi,Htp action dining tho I'ein.-uiidor of 
the night, with iliri e men from the firo 
Stat inns nil duty ; bill fnrtuiiately their 
services wtrre unl agiiiii leipiired. 

As it is ,suppii,-i!d the lire w ;ih Ihe 
wnrk nf an incendiary, an iiive,.,t igatinu 
ill be bold, and every etlort will be 
i!i;idu lo punish the perpetrator of tho 
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iiiadeln hor boiler and engLiics.

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the railway Violt under the pro\ iiicial 
juriadicticii. There «onld bo no difli- 
culty then a.s to the tide of lands and 
no uncertainty as to the po.sition occu- 
pied by mining companies. There 
would be no conflict of jurisdiction, no 
jarring; no impediment in tho way of 
the dovelopinent of tho mineral re- 
.sourcos of tho Railway Belt. 

But, exclaims Mr. HigginH. the price 
to be paid ' for this advantage is too 
i^roat. "It is desirable," he say.s, "Unit 
the province should liavo control of the 
minerals in tho belt; the development 
would be more rapid and certain," but 
12,000,IK)0 or 15,(X)O,0UO acros of fertile 
land is too much to give. How does 
our oorrespondent know that the land 
indicated is fertile ? The late Jlinister 
of the Interior, who was a shrewd man 
ot business, and who knew us nmch 
about that far nortli-easteni corner of 
this province a.s our eorrospondeiil. did 
not jump at the oiler of the e.Kchaiigo 
when it was made. Mr. Dewdney said 
in his speech in reply to Mr. Mora that 
his predecessor did not look favorably 
on the proposition. The Opposition in 
the provincial legislature was even 
eager to make the cMihangc, and loiiiid 
fault with the ( ioveriniieiit for not be- 
ing more seulous in oflccttng it.
